The hearing of the case, King vs.

the Supreme Court before Chief Jus- 
tice Sifton all day yesterdsy. The 
court room was crowded from the 
opening of the court in the morning 
until almost midnight when the jury 
returned their verdict. 

Jas. I. Findley and Martin Bur- 
ger were the only two witnesses 
called by the crown yesterday morn- 
ing. The defenee then pnt Marianow- 
ski, the man who fired the shot that 
caused the devth cf Reid, into the 


witness box and elicited his story of 


the fatality. The tiring of the shot 
was almitted and the plea was that 
Marianowski hal intended to fire 
into the air and that the gun had 
accidentally discharged wath the fatal 
results. 

Almost the whole of yesterday 
afternoon was taken up with the 
advocates for the defence, and the 
¢rown prosecutor addressing the jury 
The Chief Justico charged the jury 
who then retived. They did not 
arrive at 8 decision until about eleven 
o’clock at night. The verdict aequit- 
ted Klumbies and Spaunel, and found 
Marirnowski guilty of manslaughter. 
He has not yet been sentenced.

tion from spores remaining apon 
the ground, These cannot, however,
